Appeals to Powers For Assis­ 
tance From Aggression.

W ashington, Nov. 21.—R ussia's ag 
gresHlve action against 
Persia

brought about 
a crisis which 
has 
driven the latter country to an appeal 
to the powers lot assistance. 
Persia desires an investigation of 
the Russian entanglem ent, or a chance 
to subm it the 
entire case lo The 
Hague court. 
it is understood that Russia has ig­ 
nored both requests aud is continuing 
a policy which 
Persia tears 
will 
threaten its independence and integ­ 
rity before the case can be presented 
to the world. 
It is believed that the note sent to 
England asking tor assistance in hav­ 
ing the m atter adjudicated bas been 
sent also to the United Stales 
aud 
other nations. Thus far this country 
has taken no hand in the Persian sit­ 
uation, although the crisis has devel­ 
oped largely around Morgan Shuster, 
the American treasurer general, who 
was recommended to Persia by the 
state departm ent at Washington. 
The action of Russia in continuing 
her threatening attitude without wait­ 
ing tor the form ation of the new mm 
istry is the lector that has brougut 
Persia to the poiut of asking foe ou.- 
side intervention, it is claimed. 
Al­ 
though Russia a demauds for apologies 
and indemnity in connection with the 
seizure of the property of the deposeu 
shah's brother are considered unjust 
and im proper by Persia, the latter 
• ountry bas apparently decided that it 
will be necessary lot other countries 
to stay the band of Russia, if the Per­ 
sian ( ase is to be fairly beard. 
No basis for indemnity or for apol­ 
ogy to H uslia is recognized by the 
Persian governm ent. Persia bas never 
recognized the right of either Russia 
or England to any voile in the con­ 
trol of her commerce; and bas ofll 
dally refused to recognize the power 
of Russia and England to m ake the 
convention of 19<)7, by which the two 
countries partitioned the commerce of 
Persia, Russia agreeing not to en­ 
croach on England s com mercial ac­ 
tivities in the south. 
It is asserted that the independ­ 
e n t of action 
given to T reasurer 
General Shuster by the new Persian 
parliam ent 
wa# 
particularly 
aggra­ 
v a t e to Russia. The seizure of the 
property of the brother of the deposed 
shah was made at Mr. Shuster's direc­ 
tion after the form er had been de­ 
clared an exile for having led the 
forces of the shah in the effort to re­ 
capture the throne. The Persian gov­ 
ernm ent insists that it has the right 
to an apology from Russia for the ac­ 
tivity of Russian consular agents in 
attem pting to prevent th# seizures. 
Russia, on the other band, mad* 
and has vigorously pressed dem auds 
for apologies aud has threatened the 
seizure of the provinces of Guilau and 
Mazindran if Persia does not comply. 
All diplomatic relations between the 
two countries have now been severed 
by Russia, but previous to such ac­ 
tion site had refused to recognize the 
authority or official position of high 
Persian offi« isis, it is claimed. 
The position of the American offl- 
ial whom Persia has put at the head 
jf its financial structure bas appar­ 
ently become 
exceedingly delicate 
Thus far the Persian assem bly baa 
expressed full confidence in him and 
has indorsed his determ ined stand in 
opposition to Russian encroachm ents.

It la a fact of common knowledge 
that m arked differences exist between 
individual animala as regards the re­ 
turns which they yield for the feed 
consumed. 
A current statem ent la 
that a good feeder has a greater di­ 
gestive power than a poor one or that 
the power of assimilation of the one 
animal is superior to that of the oth­ 
er, and It has been assum ed that the 
advantage of the better type of animal 
lay in Its ability to produce more flesh 
or fat from a unit of feed than could 
the poorer one. 
It has also been com­ 
monly taught and seems to be gener­ 
ally accepted by animal husbandmen 
as an established fact that young 
growing anim als not ouly make ac­ 
tually larger gains than more mature 
ones, but likewise more economical 
gains. 
The influence of type and age upon 
the utilization of feed by cattle hue 
been investigated by officials of the 
departm ent of agriculture and the re­ 
sult published in bureau of animal 
Industry bulletin No. 128. 
Two steer calves were selected as 
the subjects of this Investigation, one 
a pure bred typical beef anim al of one 
of the well known beef breeds, the 
other a “scrub" of mixed breeding. 
Exhaustive feeding trials were car­ 
ried out with these animala, including 
tw enty-four experiments with the res 
plration calorimeter. 
The feeding stuffs used were of the 
same kind for both anim als In all the 
periods, and the different grains used 
were mixed throughout !u the same 
proportions for each steer. 
At Inter­ 
vals during the time the digestibility 
of the total ration aud the nitrogen 
balance were determined for each ani 
mal. 
While the results fall to show any 
material difference between the physi­ 
ological processes of food utilisation hi 
the two anim als, they do show clearly 
an economic sui»erior1ty of the pure 
bred over the scrub steer, due, first, to 
his relatively sm aller m aintenance re 
qulreuient and. second, to his ability 
to consume a larger surplus of feed 
above the requireiueut. 
Both of the 
facts tend to make the actual produc­ 
tion of hum an food in the form of moat 
and fat p**r unit of total feet consum­ 
ed by th** anim al notably greater by 
the pure bred animal. 
In the ruse of the pure bred animal 
es(»ecial!y aud to a less degree In that 
of the scrub rations containing leas 
available energy and notably leas dl 
gesribla protein than the am ounts call­ 
ed for by the current feeding standards 
for growing cattle produced entirely 
satisfactory gains in live weight. 
A distinct influence of age upon the 
m aintenance requirem ent was observ­ 
ed between the ages of fourteen an# 
thirty-nine months, the requirement* 
decreasing relatively as the animala 
matured. 
The gain In weight of the 
scrub as 
am i'ared with that of the 
pure bred steer consisted more large­ 
ly of protein, with Its accompanying 
w ater an 1 to a sm aller extent of fat. 
and ther**i 
e represented a m aterially 
•m ailer ('-cag e of feed energy 
This 
was also indicated by the results of 
the block test. 
The anim als were killed o n Jan. 4, 
T908. 
The scrub was rated as “com­ 
mon" and the pure bred graded as 
“prime." 
The total dressed weight 
and the weight of the several whole­ 
sale cute show the considerably higher 
percentage of dressed wright iu the 
case of the pure bred which Is charac 
teristic of the beef animal and like­ 
wise the predominance of the loin cut 
over the less valuable cuts of the fore 
quarter in tho b e e f animal aa compared 
with the scrub, and the marketable 
meat of the retail cuts shows that the 
prej)ortion of more valuable cuts was 
notably greater in the pure bred. 


Salting Butter. 
Im proper aahing of butter ta a fault 
which appears frequently.

erally taken the form of uneven aahing 
or the use of Impure salt, says Amerl 
can C ultivator 
(July the best dairy 
•alt should be used. and It requires to 
be dredged on evenly In a dry state 
Uneven salting, combined with too 
little working is certain to result in 
objections tile drops of water, because 
w ater form s where the patches of 
•alt dissolve, and It can tie pressed 
out only by more working 
A fter salt­ 
ing the butter should tie worked a 
little aud then left for about an hour 
for the salt to dissolve before the Anal 
making up. 
About half an ounce of 
•alt to the pound of butter Is generally 
required, though tastes differ In this re 
tpect. 
In any case the salt should be 
carefully weighed out and evenly dis­ 
tributed. 
It also 
tumid be stored In 
a dry place. 


The stains that gather ao quickly os 
the inside of the coffeepot may be easi­

PRUNING AND BLIGHT. 
In fruit growing sections where the 
pear blight is prevalent It la well for 
the orchardist to reduce his pruning 
work during Hie winter and aprlug to a 
minimum, as cutting at these times 
greatly augm ents wood growth. This 
means a greatly Increased number of 
new shoots, whose tender tips are espe­ 
cially liable to infection by the blight 
germ s from the feet of anta or other 
Insects that hap|>en to alight on them. 
More than this, the sap moves very 
rapidly In tills young grow th, which 
increases tile chance of an Infection 
of the large limbs or trunk on which 
the shoots are growing. 
Moderate 
pruning may tie done during July and 
early August, and this will not only 
not Induce file growth of these shoots, 
but will cause the tree to produce fruit 
buds for the following year. 
The w rit­ 
er had some experience aloug this Hue 
not long ago aud knows whereof ha 
speaks

Injured, was due to a defective rail, 
and that the Lehigh Valley <ompany 
should have known of the existence of 
the defect, are salient features of the 
report of Hiram W. Belknap, < htef in­ 
spector of safety appliances ct the in­ 
terstate com m erce commission, Just 
made public. 
The report is accom panied by a de­ 
tailed description of the condition of 
the rail made by Jam es E. Howard, 
engineer physicist of the bureau of 
standards. T h e findings of Mr Belknap 
are backed by the findings of Mr. 
Howard. 
At the time of th e wreck it was 
declared by a m em ber of the inter­ 
state com m erce commission that if the 
responsibility could be located there 
would be prosecution. 
Mr. Belknap lakes the view that the 
limit of train pressure on rat s due to 
heavy engine* and trains has been 
reac bed, if not 
passed, and 
recom­ 
mends a sweeping investigaiion Into 
the whole problem of d efe cts* rails. 
It is understood that the Interstate 
commerce commission favor* such an 
Investigation, and th a t in it. aionial 
report it will dlscuas this question 
and recommend that It be given the 
funds to make such an loves igation 
Mr. Belknap says that the frequency 
of accidents due to defective1 rails I* 
growing.

Under Seme Circumstances It Fays ta 
Take the Trouble. 
There are perhaps few questions of 
stock m anagem ent in regard to which 
there is a greater difference of opinion 
than on th at of whether it Is worth 
while to cook food for stock. 
There 
are those who m aintain with great 
positiveness that it is. There are oth­ 
ers who. writing from the scientific 
side mainly, object th at cooking adds 
nothing to the digestibility or the 
nourishing character of the food and 
j that the cost and labor of cooking are 
thrown away or at best meet with 
{ but a small return in the opportunity 
I afforded of smuggling into the stomach 
of the animal food which it would oth­ 
erwise reject and which cannot, there­ 
fore. be of m uch feeding value. 
The feeder who has a good supply 
of steam on the farm will frequently 
have found it most convenient and 
will have satisfied himself on many 
occasions that he has been able to 
provide palatable rations for his stock 
which would otherw ise have been un­ 
satisfied bad not the convenience for 
cooking been at hand. 
How far this 
has been a gain must, of course, de­ 
pend on circum stances. 
It might have 
paid bim better to be better supplied 
with cakes and roots and other foods. 
But a man m ust cut his coat accord­ 
ing to bis cloth, and there is generally 
on every farm at some time or other 
a scarcity of good foods aud a variety 
of fodder which cannot be classified as 
first rate, but which has to be made 
the best of. and lf cooking will m ake 
it possible at small cost to use it it 
would seem to be a m istake to refrain 
from cooking. 
At any rate, it will hardly be dis­ 
puted 
that food may profitably 
be 
cooked for pigs. 
The pig la an animal 
that suffers from cold more than any 
other. 
A litter of pigs in the w inter 
season is a trial 
that the wise 
pig 
keef»er Is anxious to avoid, more es 
Ion laity after he has once undergone 
the visitation. 
Unlike most other ani­ 
mals. the pig does uot lie on its bed. 
but as fur as possible gets into it, aud 
pigs kept together will be noticed In 
cold weather huddled up as closely as 
possible for w arm th's sake. 
We contend that, particularly In se 
vers weather. It Is not a matter of no 
ini|K)rtauce whether the sloppy f«*od 
givcu the animal I** comfortably warm 
or icy cold 
lf the food Is cold it has 
to be raised to the temperature of the 
body, and some of the food has to be 
used for fbi* purpose 
This Is a loss 
that would Pe avoided lf the food were 
warmed 
Moreover, the pig is chilled. 
Its comfort is impaired, aud the fat­ 
tening process is retarded, so that there 
Is a double Ions 
It may be questioned 
whether the same rule will bold good 
with cattle 
generally, but the dairy 
rows might very 
well have some of 
the mashes 
warm 
Jn the end it re­ 
solve* Itself Into S question of ex­ 
pense 
If steam la already available 
this is practically nil. and where It 1s 
not rbers are now on the market many 
• heap cooking ap|»«rstuse« which will 
enable a supply of hot water to be
